Besides 
a proper regard for the educated and refined, its 
evangelizing agencies have been steadily direc- 
ted to the neglected and uninformed masses in 
the wastes of the land. ‘Tens of thousands of 
benighted families are reached monthly by its 
system of tract visitation. lundreds of thou-- 
sands of scattered households in our new states 
and territories, on our frontiers, and among 
emigrant population, are visited annually by 
the Society's colporters, and the richest evan- 
gelical volumes placed on their vacant shelves. 
At least half a million of our people, English 
and German, who recieted no other religious 
periodical, are blessed with the monthly num- 
her of the “ American Mesenger” and “ Child’s 
Paper ;” while in the papal and heathen world, 
the annual aid to institutions publishing the gos- 
pel in more than one handred languages and 
dialects, has a sole and direct bearing on the 
unevangelized. Yet with all thus done, the 
Conmunittee are painfully conscious of the in. 
sufficiency of their operations at home or 
abroad. 

The emigrani population, European and 
Asiatic, is so vast and heterogeneous, as to 
compel the conviction, that, with the present 
inadequacy of ministerial and educational 
means, such auxiliaries as colportage and re- 
lated instrumentalities are of immediate practi- 
cal necessity. But what are a hundred col- 
porters, among three or four millions of Ger- 
mans, Irish, French, Welsh, Spanish, and Nor- 
wegian emigrants, scattered over the conti- 
nent! “Twice this number could be profitably 
employed among the Germans alone. And 
when it is considered that about one half of all 
are Papists, who can only be reached with 
saving truth by kindly aggressive agencies, it 
will be seen that a field of untold interest lies 


in the before the Society in this direction, with every 


motive and encouragem®nt for its immediate 
and thorough cultivation. 

With such broad and interesting relations, 
the Committee tremble under the responsibili- 
ties of the institution whose affairs they are 
called to conduct. They rejoice that other or- 
ganizations share in these Christian toils and 
burdens ; and would cheer them on to nobler 
endeavors in a work too vast for any single 
Society or Board. But in respect to many of 
these interests, this institution has peculiar re- 
sponsibilities, which it must meet in the fear 
os God, and in humble dependence on divine 
Steadily adhering to its catholic and benev- 
olent principles, it must carry forward its en- 
terprises of charity.

Curiosities of Great ’ Men. 


THEIR MOMENTS OF COMPOSITION, 


‘Among the cnrious facts which we find in 
perusing the biographies of great men are the 
circumstances connected with the composi- 
tion of the works which have made them im- 
mortal. 

For instance: Bossuet composed his grand ser- 
mons on his knees; Bulwer wrote his first novels 
in full dress, scented ; Milton, before commen- 
cing his great work, invoked the influences of 
the Holy Spirit, and prayed that his lips might 
he touched with a live coal from off the altar ; 
Chrysostom meditated and studied while con- 
templating a painting of St. Paul. 

Bacon knelt down before, composing his 
great work, and prayed for light from heaven, 
Pope never could compose well without first 
declaiming for some time at the top of his voice, 
and thus rousing his nervous system to its full- 
est activity. 

Bentham composed after playing a prelude 
on the organ, or while taking his “ ante-jenta- 
cular” and “ post prandial” walks in his garden; 
the same, by the way, that Milton oceupied.— 
Saint Bernard composed his meditations amidst 
the woods, he delighted in nothing so mueh as 
the solitude of the dense forest, finding there, he 
said, something more profound and suggestive 
than anything he could find in books. The 
storm would sometimes fall upon him there, 
without for a moment interrupting his medita- 
tions. 

Camoens composed his verses with the rear 
of battle in his ears; for the Portuguese poet 
was a soldicr, and a brave one, though a poet. 
[le composed others of his most beautiful verses 
at the time when his Indian slave was begging 
a subsistence for him in the streets. “Tasso 
wrote his finest picces in the lucid intervals of 
madness, 
Rousseau wrote his works early in the morn- 
ing, Le Sage at midday; Byron at midnight. 
Hardouin rose at four in the morning, and 
wrote till late at night. 

Aristotle was a tremendous worker, he teok 
little sleep, and was constantly retrenching it. 
He had a contrivance by which he awoke early, 
and to awake was with him to commence werk, 
Demosthenes passed three months in a cavern 
by the sea-side, in laboring to overcome the 
defects of his voice. There he read, studied, 
and deelaimed. 

Rabelais composed his life of Gargantua at 
Bellay, in the company of Roman Cardinals, 
and under the eye of the Bishop of Paria.— 
La Fontaine wrote his fables chiefly under the 
shade of a tree, and sometimes by the side of 
Racine and Boileau. Pascal wrote most of his 
Thoughts on little seraps of paper, at his by- 
moments. Fenelon wrote his ‘lelemachus in 
the palace of Versailles, at the court of the

“it is very observable, that those notions 
that tend to make as little as possible of the 
depravity: and corruption of man’s nature, to 
magnity beyond measure the power of man in 
his fallen gtate, to depress preaching, and to 
make light ‘of the operations of the Holy Ghost 
upon the nfinds of men, are all of a sort, all of 
a piece. They are notions that hang upon 
one thread; and when we sec wherein they 
issue and terminate, we may easily discern the 
danger of them; and into what great hazard 
they bring the cternal concerns of the souls of 
those men whe suffer themselves to be tainted 
with them,” For these and numerous other 
considerations peviously suggested, he infers, 
“That the work of regeneration must needs 
stand, in very great part, in the implanting and 
seating jn the souls of men such principles, as 
directly tend to-conjrol the dictates of sense, 
and in @pposition to it rule and govern in men. 
The infirmity and disorder of man’s nature 
easily shows wherein this cure and renovation 
must consist. ‘This is at present the great dis- 
turber of the soul, it cannot love, but where it 
can see, It is the sight of the eve that carries 
the heart, and draweth it this way and that 
way. A,most dreadful distempér this! But 
as we know the distemper, we know wherein 
the cuse must consist. Regeneration is that 
which restores the man to his right mind, and 
sets things to rights again with him. ‘Though 
his former state is expressed by being in the 
flesh, he is now said to be in the Spirit, from 
the spiritual frame created in him by the great 
work of regeneration. ‘Thus says the apostle, 
‘Ye are not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God dwell to you.’ And 
the thjng produced in the work of regeneration 
is calied Spirit: ‘That which is born of the 
flesh ds flesh, aud that which is born of the 
Spirit-is spirit.” While man is in the flesh he 
is capable of loving nothing but what is seen, 
nothing but what to his senses appears amiable 
and lovely. Herein’ therefore, stands the work 
of regeneration, to take a poor sensual crea- 
ture, mere lump of flesh, and make him spir- 
itual; and then it is that he becomes capable 
of loving God. There must be a new creatare, 
and ‘ight principles planted in the mind, to in- 
fluence the heart, and to direct and determine 
soulg toward God, from whom they were cut 
off and so dreadfully alienated.”—John pyowe.

Luther, when studying, always had his dog ly- 
ing at his feet; a dog he had brought from Wart. 
burg, and of which he was very fond. An ivory 
crucifix stood on the table before him, and the 
walls of his study were stocked round with 
caricatures of the pope. He worked at his 
desk for days together without going out; bat 
when fatigued, and ideas began to stagnate in 
his brain, he would take his flute or his guitar 
with him into the porch, execute some musical 
fantasy, (for he was a skillful musician,) when 
the ideas would flow upon him as fresh as flow- 
ers alter summer’s rain. Masic was his inva- 
tiable solace at such times, Indeed, Luther 
did not hesitate to say that, after theology, music 
was the first of arts. “ Music,” said he, “is 
the art of the prophets; it is the only other 
art which, like theology, can calm the agita- 
tion of the soul, and put the devil to flight.”"— 
Next to music, if not before it, Luther loved 
children and flowers. ‘That great, gnarled 
man had a heart as tender as a woman's, 

Calvin studied in his bed. very morning at 
five or six o'clock, he had books, manuseripts, 
and papers carried to hin: there, and he worked 
on for hour together- If he had occasion to 
go out, on his return he undressed and went 
to bed again to continue his studies. In his 
later years he dictated his writings to seereta- 
ries, He rarely corrected anything. ‘The sen- 
tences issued complete from his mouth, If he 
felt his facility of composition leaving him, he 
forthwith quitted his bed, gave up writing and 
composing, and went about his outdoor duties 
for days, weeks, and months together. © But 
as soon as he felt the inspiration fall upon him 
again, he went back to his bed, and his seere- 
tary set to work forthwith. 

Cujas, another man, used to study when 
laid all his length upon the carpet, his face to- 
ward the floor, and he revelled amidst piles of 
books which accumulated about him. The 
learned Amyot never studied without the harp- 
sichord beside him; and he only quitted the 
pen to play it. Bentham, also was extremely 
fond of the piano-forte, and had one in nearly 
every room in his house. 

Richelieu amused himself in the intervals of 
his labor with a squadron of cats, of which he 
was very fond. He used to go to bed at ele- 
ven at night, and after sleeping three hours, 
rise and write, dictate or work, till from six 
to eight o’clock in the morning, when his daily 
levee was held. ‘This worthy student display- 
ed an extravagance equalling that of Wolsey.— 
His annual expenditure was about four millions 
of franes, wrebtad £170,000 sterling. How 
different the fastidious temperance of Milton! 
He drank water and lived on the humble fare. 
In his youth, he studied during the Ye eam 
part of the night; but in his more advanced 
years he went early to bed, by nine o'clock,

sublime poem. Sometimes, when the fit of 
composition came strong upon him, he would 
call his daughter to his side, to commit to pa- 
per that which he had composed. 

Milton was of opinion that the verses com 
sed by him between the autamnal and we 
equinoxes were always the best, and he was 
never satisfied with the verses he had written 
at any other season, Alfieri, on the contrary, 
said that the equinoctial winds produced a 
state of almost “ complete stupidity” in him.— 
Like the nightingales, he could only sing in 
summer. It was his fayorite season. 

Pierre Corneille, in his loftiest flights of im- 
agination, was often brought to a standstill for 
‘want of words and rhyme. Thoughts were seeth- 
in his brain, which he vainly tried to reduce to 
order, and he would ran to bis Thomas “ for a 
word.” Thomas rarely failed him. Some- 
times, in his fits of inspiration, he would ban- 
dage his eyes, throw himself on the sofa, and 
dictate to his wife, who almost worshiped his 
venius. he would pass whole days, dic- 
tating to her his great tragedies, his wife scarce- 
ly venturing to speak, almost afraid to breathe. 
Afterwards, when a tragedy was finished, he 
would call in his sister Martha, and submit it to 
her judgment; as Moliere used to consult his old 
housekeeper about the comedies he had newly 
written. 

Racine composed his verses while walking 
about reciting them in aloud voice. One day, 
when thus working at his play of Mithridates 
in the Tuileries Gardens, a crowd of workmen 
gathered around him, attracted by his gestures, 
they took him to be a madman about to throw 
himself into the basin. On his return home 
from such walks, he would write down scene by 
scene, at first in prose, and when he had thus 
written it out, he would exclaim, “ My tragedy 
is done?” considering the dressing of the aéts 
up in verse as a yery small affair. 

Magliabeechi, the learned librarian to the 
Duke of Tuscany, on the contrary, never stir- 
red abroad, but lived amidst books and upon 
hooks. They were his bed, board, ‘and wash- 
ing. lle passed eight-and-forty years in their 
midst, twice in the course of his life venturiug 
only beyond the walls of Florence; once to 
go two leagues off, and the other three and a 
half leagues, by order of the Grand Duke.— 
He was an extremely frugal man, living upon 
eygs, bread and water, iu moderation. 

The life of Leiobitz, was one of reading, 
writing, and meditation. ‘That was the secret 
of his prodigious knowledge. After an attack 
of gout, he confined himself to a diet of bread 
and milk. Often he slept in a chair; and rare- 
ly went to bed till after midnight. Semetimes 
he was months without quitting his seat, where 
he slept by night and wrote by day. He had 
an ulcer in his right leg @hich prevented his 
walking ahout, even had he wished to do so, 
Kliza Cook's Journal.

on Sundays, when the thoughtless and unwary 


are easily entrapped by the vicious and design- 
ing. Such scenes would not occur on other 
days, when the population generally are occu- 
pied with their legitimate work. To you, 
therefore, whose province it is to make laws 
for the prevention, rather than the punishment 
of crime, we must look for a suitablé law in 
reference to the subject to which we have call- 
ed your attention.

-néss on that day. 


We further respectfully represent that Public 
Exhibitions, on the first day 


cannot go from their dwellings toa place of 
public worship, without being exposed to a 
nuisance along the street; nor can they remain 
at home, for serious meditation, without bein 

there harrassed by shouts of drunken revel, 
from those who are passing to and from the 
places of amusement or exhibition, to which 
we have referred. Wedo not speak of the 
barbarous character, and demoralizing efiect of 
such things at all times; but we do respectfully 
represent, that it is peculiarly improper that 
such things should be tolerated on the first day 
of the week, because they then interfere direct- 
ly with the rights of men to worship God with- 
out molestation. While no person should be 
compelled to worship God in any particular 


|manner, it is the privilege and the right of 


American citizens, that they shall not be tter- 
fered with, so us to prevent them from rendering 
voluntary worship, or to detract from its beauty 
and its. solemnity. 

Some of us have our families here, and we 
do not wish either to remove them, or to rear 
them under such unwholesome intjuences.— 
Other families are deterred from settling here, 
because they will not live where the fost sa- 
cred of all rights is invaded.

Lectures on Japan. 


It was with no stall degree of pleasure and 
protit that we listened tothe two lectures upon Ja- 
pan delivered by Rev.S. IL. Willey atthe Presby- 
terian Church in Happy Valiey. Notwithstand- 
ing the al-nost impassable state of the streets, the 
attendance on both occasions was large and 
the speaker's discourse upon the interesting 
topic-was listened to with marked. attention 
tiou. We have no doubt that if the notice of 
these lectures had been more extended the at- 
tendance would have been still greater. 

Since the first announcement of the move- 
menton the part of the United State, toward 
opening the Ports of Japan, and the establish- 
ment, if possible, of an amicable intercourse 
lor mutual benefit between that Government 
and “the rest of mankind,” this cnterprise 
has called forth upon our country the praises 
and commendation ef the whole civilized 
world interested in the success, It is to be 
regretted that needless delays,.and want ol 
promptitude in acting have in a great measure 
dissipated this good opinion. Matters have 
however arrived at that peculiar crisis, when 
a bold and cnergetic attempt must be made to 
carry out its boundless design, or our boasted 
“Model Republic” will, for the first time, stand 
disgraced in the eyes of the world. It is 
with pleasure then that those who have so 
anxiously watched the progress of this move- 
ment from this quarter, and have been so deeply 
interested in its sucessful consummation, have

California Plants. 


Caxeuatacva.-This marvelously high sound- 
ing name, tur a certain California plant, has 
often excited jhe curious public. Being a few 
days “since by one of our worthy 
tepresentatifes, 4 medical gentleman from the 
highlands, who warmly urged its merits, to- 
gether with numerous instances of a similar 
kind, for several years past, it occurs to me 
that.it might be guteresting to some of your 
readers to state a few particulars of its ancient 
though newly vamped reputation. 

Scicntitically ithas been long known as the 
Sabbatia Angularis; and by the common name 
of American Cendsury, Lesser Cenvry, Texas 
Star, &c, The stem is square and angled,— 
hence the specific fame angularis ; the branch- 
es ure opposite cagh other, leaves heart shaped, 
close against or clasping the stem, red flowers, 
with five or more’ points, or divisions, to it, &c. 
lt should be remarked here, that there are sev- 
eral kinds of the same family of plants, with 
corresponding botajical differences, but equally 
efficacious as medicines. Both this and the 
S. Brachiata are exeeedingly ornamental, and 
eminently worthy of a place in the gardens of 
our enterprising Florists; their delicate pink 
flowers, arranged in a broad pyramidal shaped 
summit, would forcé an exclamation of delight 
trom the most carejess observer. The S, Gen- 


lianvides, with its clase clustered, flat, rose-col-

Their height varies 
from one to three’ feet—grows in damp salt 
coves and along the margins of  sea-island 
marshes; ulso in damp, rich soils; the first 
named, in higher and lighter soils. The plant, 
according to Dr. Bafton, “is commonly em- 
ployed by physiciaus, every part being in- 
tensely bitter.’ I wauld rather say, pleasantly 
bitter. The same author says that, “in the 
year 1793, it was: frequently employed with 
much benetit in certain stages of the yellow 
fever.” This plant afso grows in South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, &c., where- it is a com- 
mon domestic refhedy. in intermittent fevers. 
Its propertics are thése of a tonic, similar to

All that is wanting are men 
of experience, who know how to pick and sep- 
arate their ores and carry on their mining Op- 
erations with some sort of system, and not 
grind up whole leads of quartz without any 
respect to quality. Our present race of quartz 
miners in general have gone to work in a very 
unscientific manner, learning grammar before 
they have studied their primer. They have 
also been ignorant of the necessary rules of 
calculation, profit and loss, and the value of 
money at five per cent. a month. They have 
gone to work, some with a little capital, and 
some with none at all. They behold speci- 
mens taken from a certain vein—they buy the 
claim, or erect a mill on the adjoining leads 
gold or no gold visible to the eye: it is no mat- 
ter, the mill will bring it out—it has been 
assayed, and it gives ten cents to the pound. 
The mill is put up on borrowed money and 
the rock is ground, but the villainous shaking 
tables will not shake it out; and like men 
drowning, they catch at straws. By declaring 
to their creditors that all they want 1s an amal.- 
gamator that will save all the gold, when there 
is, perhaps, no gold therein. In Mexico I have 
traveled over whole districts of quartz leads, 
but people there do not work barrey veins; 
they first examine a lead perfectly, and when 
it is found to be sufliciently auriferous to work, 
they then get out the ores; they select the rich 
from the poor ores, and when it will justify 
they put up machinery for the grinding and 
amalgamating thereof. Now to work a mine, 


it takes a mine; and to prospect a mine as it 
‘should be, is no easy matter. 


Men in this 
country have, as a general thing, given up the 
mine soon after the gold disappeared, or soon 
af.cr their money gave out, as it was impos- 
sible to procure machinery or to hire their ores 
ground. 

I have mysclf worked mincs to some extent 
in and about Sonora. Many of the ores when 
well selected, yielded on trial from four to six 
cents. But if I sent them to a mill near by, or 
put up an arrasta they cost me eight cents per 
pound, to have the ores ground and amalga- 
mated, together with a loss of one-third the 
gold which was washed away and lost by this 
improper process. 

Now I would propose a plan to our miners 
which will prove invaluable to them, and by 
which they will be enabled to prospect their 
own mines within themselves, and make the 
moncy to do so as they go along. During the 
last two weeks I have called several times on 
Dr. Wright at the Mineralogical Assay Office, 
and have examined one of his small sized gold 
amalgamators, by which he now tests aurifer-| 


ous quartz, in lots of from fifty to one hundred 


pounds cach. This valuable machine is easily 
worked by one man, and will repulverize, and 
amalgamate fifty pounds per hour; and so per- 
tect is the amalgamation, that the most invete- 
rate skeptic is convinced on examination that

Synopsis of the Message of the President of the 


United States. 


By our cotemporary of the Star we were yesterday 
furnished with a copy of the President's Message, they 
having been favored with an early copy, and issued the 
same in a supplement to their paper. By means of 
this, we make the following synepsix, which embraces 
all the leading points of said message : 

After noticing the result of the Presidential election, 


and the lack of partizan excitement, Mr. Fillinore re- 
 turne thanks for the staying of the cholera, and the 


abundance of the year’s harvest, notes the death of 
Daniel Webster in a brief tribute, and passes to the 
statement of the difficulties on the fishing question. 

The sum of this whole matter is, that a more liberal 
commerrtial footing, between the U nited States and the 
British Provinces, is likely to be arranged the present 
winter. 

Respecting the Cuban affairs, we learn that the re- 
fuss! of the Captain General to allow passengers and 
the mail to be landed in certain cases for a reason 


_ which does not furnish, in the opinion of this Govern- 


ment, even a good presumptive ground for such a pro- 
hibition, has been made the subject of a serious see 


strance at Madrid, and he has no reason to doubt that 
. due respect will be paid by the Government of Her 


Catholic Majesty to the representations which the U. 
S. Minister has been instructed to make on the subject. 

The refusal of a tripartite convention with France 
and England, for diecountenancing all attempts for the 
possession of Cuba, is also in connection with 
this subject.

Returning to domestic affairs, the President states 
that the Department of the Interior has been a great 
advantage in the edministration of the government, and 
suggests that new buiidings should be erected for the 
State, War, and Navy Departments, as those now in 
use are not safe, not being fire-proof. 

Upon the question of duties upon imports, he advo- 

cates the doctrine of protection without a view to rev- 
enue, and of the inanner of levying duties, says: “| 
therefore again most earnestly recommend the adoption 
of specific duties wherever it is practicable, on a home 
valuation. 
_ The Report from the Land Office shows that 13,- 
145,175 acres have been sold, located under land war- 
rants, and appropriated for internal improvements, 
during the past year. 

A suggestion of the Secretary of the Interior, that a 
list of all patents, with necessary illustrations, &c., be 
published annually out of the Patent Fund, is seconded. 

The execution of the proper measures for securing 
an Asylum for the Insane of the District of Columbia, 
and of the U.S. Army and Navy, is stated to have 
been made. 
™ The suspension of the Mexican Boundary Survey, 
and reasons therefor, (which we have recently given,) 
is said to have been made, and such modifications of 
the law respecting the survey as will enable the De- 
partment to finish said survey to the Rio Grande, are 
recommended. 

Provision for the introduction of a geod supply of 
water into the District of Columbia, and the construc- 
tion of suitable bridges on the Potomac, together with 
the gencral improvement of Washington city are next 
recommended, 

In defence of the American and Mexican frontiers 
from the Indians, he states 8,000 of the 11,000 com- 
posing the U.S. Army, are to be engaged. In con- 
nection with this subject and the hostility of the Indians 
on the frontig: of Texas, he recommends that that 
State should appropriate a portion of her territory to 
the occupation of Indians, as the other £ tates have (and 
she never has) done. A ppropriations for building for- 
tifications at the principal seaports on the Atlantic 
coast are recommended. Additional apprepriations 
for the improvements purtially provided for in the 
River and Harbor bill of last year, are also recom- 
mended. 

To the activity and efficiency of the Navy Depart- 
ment, high commendation is given—and mention is 
made of-the return and report of the officers who have 
explored the Amazon river. 

A plan of the Secretary of the Navy, for the estab- 
lishinent of a permanent corps of “ most meritorious 
seamen, whose good deportment and pride of character

harsh or degrading nature,” and for the re-organization 
of the Naval Academy, are highly commended. 

Of the report of the Postmaster General, the message 

Says: 
_ Experience warrants the expectation that as the 
community becomes accustomed to cheap postage, cor- 
respondence will increase. It is believed that from this 
enause, and from the rapid growth of the country in 
population and business, the receipts of the Department 
must ultimately exceed its expenses, and that the coun- 
try may fafely rely upon the continuance of the present 
cheap rate of postage.
